Why Town Taxes 
are Higher 


The ratepayers will be some- 
what surprised to see that their 
taxes in 1914 will be considerably 
higher than they were in 1913, 
and will find it somewhat diffi- 
cult to ascribe a reason 

It cannot be said that our civic 
fathers have been unreasonably 
extravagant during the present 
year, for the total estimates 
for improving and beautifying the 
town, and for police, fire preven- 
tion, salaries, etc., amount to 
$4245.31, as shown in report of 
Councll meeting in another col- 
umn of this issue. This is exclu- 
sive of debenture assessments for 
sidewalks and firewalls, which 
fall only on the sections of the 
town thus improved. 

The amount, therefore, spent 
for the year's’ adminstration of a 
town of the population of Strath- 
more cannot be said to b: unreas- 
onably excessive, and is little, if 
at all, in excess of the cost of ad- 
minstration last year, Any extra 
expense has been caused by the 
construction of an_ irrigation 
ditch running into the park, for 
fencing the park, and for the lad- 
ies and gentlemen’s dressing 
rooms in park.

Threshing in Progress 


SOME CROP RESULTS 


The weather of the past week has 
shown a marked improvement over 


that of former weeks, and the 
threshing outfits have been busy 
all over the district. Within the 


Rural Municipality of Bow Valley 
it is stated that there are at present 
thirty-two outfits at work, and in 
the adjoining Municipality of Keoma 
there are also a large 1tumber em- 
ployed. 

Until the grain is threshed out it 


will be difficult to estimate the 
averagé yield, but although the 
crop this year will not be in any 
sense a bumper one, yet with the 


high prices prevailing it should give 
vet returns at least as good as last 


year, 
Farmers in the immediate vic- 
inity of town who have threshed 


out lately, and of whose returns we 
have heard include F. M. Dewitt, 
whose wheat averaged 20 bushels 
and oats 50 bushels; F. HU, Harti- 
man, whose wheat also recorded 20 
bushels ; and Lester Dodd, renting 
Cc. C. North's farm, and who 
suffered in the recent fire, 
whose wheat averaged 24 bushels. 
The Strathmore Farm Co.'s 
summerfallowed land is averaging 
20 bushels or thereabouts of wheat 
per acre. The acreage of wheat in 
crop on the farm is about 1600, 
Probably one of the best crops 


threshed to date is that of Herb 
Ruppe, who had 340 acres of 
summerfallow which yielded ‘him 


an average of 28 bushels per acre. 
IRRIGATION RESULTS 

Irrigation has been used a lot 
more extensively this year than in 
any former year, and in every case 
reported it has been beneficial to 
the crops. 

The torty-acre plot on which Mr 
Walters, the Dominion Government 
investigator, has raised a varied 
assortment of crops, is going to 
reap some surprising returns, but 
it is not threshed yet. The grain 
from each acre and half-acre plot is 
stacked, and the size of the stacks 
seems very large for the urea of 
land on which they were grown. 

Mr R. S, Stockton, superinten- 
dent of irrigation, informed us that 
results were already beginning to 
come in, and that some very good 
yields were recorded. For instance: 

L. H. Lavertson, ot Craigantler, 
irrigated his crops in 1g12 and 1913 
and this year he sowed his oats on 
stubble and irrigated them. The 
strip along the ditch averaged him 
97 bushels per acre, 

Ballard Bros., in Elwood irri- 
gation district, had forty acres 
planted to barley. Ten acres were 
irrigated and 30 were not, The 
ten acres irrigated yielded 400 
bushels, while the thirty non-irri- 
gated only yielded 270 bushels. 

J. B. Johnannsen, of Craigantler 
district, irrigated his land in 1911, 
1912, and 1913, Last year he irri- 
gated his summerfallow. His 
wheat below the ditch averaged him 
go bushels per acre, while that 
above the ditch only realised 10 
bushels per acre, His total acreage 
in wheat was about 100, 45 acres 
of irrigated barley gave a return of 
1gt0 bushels, or 42-2 bushels per 
acre. 

R. B. Robson, the watermaster 
at Crowfoot, had a field of 8 6/10 
acres of which yielde? an 
average of 95.3 bushels per 
6/10 the of acre above the ditch in 
the same field gave a return of 49 
bushels per acre. This was the 
first crop raised on this land, which 
was broken last summer, The oats 
were seeded April 22, irrigated 
May 23 to 27, cut on August 11, 
and threshed September 11,
